If you have your doubts about the wall, add 
a little Venice turpentine to your paste. 

If the wall is very hard, add molasses or 
brown sugar to the paste, to make it more 
flexible or less liable to dry off. ■ 

If the wall is hard do not use alum in your 
paste, for that would make the paste too hard 
and liable to come off. 

Alum is good in some cases, in moderate 
quantity, say two ounces to four pounds of 
flour. Use the clear crystal alum, as it is not 
so strong as the other sort. Alum will injure 
papers that have metallics in their printing. 

To paper over kalsomined walls, glue size 
is good, and where the stuff is old and dry it 
is well to make the size penetrate the material 
so as to bind it together and to the wall sur- 
face. Apply the size hot, especially where 
the walls are cold, otherwise the size will jell 
before it penetrates deep enough. 

For the rough wall make your paste quite 
stout; for a hard and smooth wall make it 
thin. 

Thin paper, thin paste; heavy paper, heavy 
paste, the rule. 

For pressed papers a good paste is made 
as follows: Mix two pounds of flour with 
warm water to a batter or thick cream, then 
add an ounce of powdered crystal alum, a 
little pulverized rosin, and one-half ounce pow- 
dered sugar of lead ; add boiling water and 
stir until the paste is cooked. 

The painted wall must have its surface cut 
with sal soda water first, to roughen the sur- 
face ; put no alum in the paste, but put in 
some Venice turpentine, and if this is not at 
hand, use a little syrup or brown sugar in- 
stead, or size the wall first with Sisk's Patent 
Size. 

If you pour in more boiling water than just- 
enough to bring the batter to a very thick con- 
dition you will have watery paste. Too much 
hot water and too much cooking make thin, 
weak paste, one that will not hang on. 



It is the aim of a good paperhanger to so 
paper a wall or ceiling that it will present an 
apparently solid and unbroken surface with- 
out sign of creases or joinings or smears. The 
workman who can do this, may be allowed to 
pat himself on the back. And not only should 
the paper look solid, but it should be pasted 
so well and with such excellent paste that it 
will stick to the wall and not loosen or wrinkle. 
Good work can only be done by a good work- 
man and good tools, good paste and properly 
prepared walls.

Here is a way to test a straight edge, and 
a good one : Take the straight edge and lay 
it flat on a board or piece of paper, hold it 
firmly and draw a line from end to end with a 
sharp lead pencil (Dixon's are the best), 
pressed close against the edge, then turn the 
straight edge over, thus bringing the same 
edge up to the line on the opposite side and 
repeat the operation. If one line covers the 
other the entire length your straight edge is 
true ; if not, wherever the lines fail to cover 
will show you where the imperfections are, 
and you can mark them on your straight edge 
and correct them. Of course a straight edge 
out of line is no good until corrected. 

o 

Good, sound walls may be made from the 
most unpromising ones with a little know-how 
and care. I believe in sizing all walls, old and 
new, hot or cold, hard or soft. Ordinary walls 
need only the usual glue size. If there is kal- 
somine on the walls use Sisk's Patent Sizing, 
and you won't have to remove the old stuff, 
no matter if there is a foot of it there. The 
same with whitewashed walls. If the walls 
are bad, with loose scale and such, better 
scrape this off and size with the Sisk Size. If 
you have a varnished wall to paper over, use 
the Sisk Size, and it will hold the new paper. 
This "will save you a lot of trouble in such a 
case, for paper won't stick to varnished sur- 
faces . unless something is done to make it 
stick.

For knife cutting, have a plain pine top 
paper board, without varnish or other finish, 
but for the rotary you must have the zinc 
strip. I advise a light and strong and com- 
pact table or board for pasting and cutting on, 
a very good one that I have seen weighing 
only sixteen pounds, and when not in use was 
placed in a box ten inches wide, six feet long 
and three inches deep. Open, it is twenty 
inches wide, and there are rods attached so 
that an extra leaf may be used, for use in 
handling wide papers. 



MARKETS 



It is economy to use the best grade of glue 
for sizing walls, for it will go twice as far as 
common glue and do better work. 



The seam roller made of celluloid is better 
than the one of wood, covered with cloth. Use 
a i o-inch drawn bristle smoothing brush for 
papers not apt to be injured by the bristles. 
For delicate papers use the roller. 

o 

A paper cutting knife should be a well tem- 
pered one. When you have occasion to shar- 
pen the knife try to preserve its original shape. 
A strip of emery paper fastened to a straight 
edge with paste is a good thing to sharpen the 
knife on while cutting paper. 

o 

The wheel or rotary cutter is quicker than 
the knife, as there is no time lost in whetting 
the blade. Such trimmers are used in connec- 
tion with a straight edge with a groove in it, 
and in which the rotary slides, a strip of zinc 
being fastened to the pasting table for the cut- 
ter to cut on. A well tempered rotary blade 
will last a long time without sharpening if 
the blade is well tempered. I have known 
them to be in use a whole year without need- 
ing sharpening. 

o 

Don't put too much alum in your paste, as 
it makes the paste hard and brittle, and often 
causes the paper to crack. A small tablespoon- 
ful of pulverized alum to the bucket of paste is 
sufficient, and when there is bronze in the 
paper use no alum at all, as it will discolor the 



While business is now very quiet for 
various reasons, there is no good ground for 
anticipating a dull year in 1908. The coun- 
try is very prosperous and will demand the 
usual amount of paint unless some now un- 
foreseen disaster befalls. The present slack- 
ening up of activity is a healthy sign. It 
means that the country is taking a much- 
needed rest from the fever of speculation 
and enterprise that has outstripped our 
monetary resources. When this holiday is 
over and the money market becomes easier, 
business will be resumed on a more cautious 
scale. The paint trade will not suffer in the 
long run. 

MIXED PAINTS 

A decline in sales is to be expected at this 
season of the year, but this decline is not 
beyond the normal nor has it markedly 
affected prices. There is plenty of work 
ahead, and with the close of the winter and 
a sane view of the resources of the country 
generally, spring trade may be expected to 
reach a satisfactory volume.

The hardening and settling of a mixed 
paint in a can in a comparatively short time 
subsequent to its manufacture is the direct re- 
sult of an inferior drier. Rosin drier, im- 
properly prepared, will produce disastrous re- 
sults in every instance. Subjected to an ade- 
quate test, the defect, or defects, are revealed 
and the product promptly rejected.

It is said that kalsomine may be rendered 
hard enough to bear washing by adding to it 
a small portion of potassium bichromate. This 
is said to render the kalsomine insoluble. We 
do not know the exact quantity of bichromate 
to use, but careful experimenting will soon 
determine the amount.

A FEW FOR THE CARRIAGE PAINTER 

Too much oil used in colors will cause var- 
nish to lose its gloss quicker than anything 
else. 

If your quick flake white doesn't work sat- 
isfactorily, just try a few drops of rubbing 
varnish in it. 

When laying out a gold scroll on a fine job, 
don't let your design be influenced by a desire 
to save gold. Nothing produces such a 
"cheap John" effect as a thin, scrawly scroll. 
A fine scroll is a joy to the beholder, and of it 
may be said, with truth, that if it's worth do- 
ing at all, it's worth doing well. 

No striper should neglect trying the brass- 
bound "camel's hair" sword stripers. Their 
superiority to the long-haired "cat's tail" vari- 
ety of striper is so great that we have yet to 
meet the man who, after giving them a fair 
trial, returned to the use of the old style pen- 
cil. They are especially useful to the coach 
striper, being just the right length, and com- 
bining the strength of the sable with the soft- 
ness and "cling" of the camel's hair. For all 
but the heaviest colors they are the pencil par 
excellence. 



LETTERING ON WIRE GAUZE 

For painting wire gauze, lay the gauze on 
a flat table, and with a large stencil or 
other square ended brush pounce the color on 
sparingly, not with up and down strokes, which 
fill the meshes. The color, which must be 
thin, is mixed with turps, driers and boiled 
oil ; two coats are required. To dry, suspend 
the blind. Color made with turps and a little 
gold size is also recommended. Any Space 
to be gilded should be filled up with dry white 
lead, mixed with gold size and turps. A little 
dry whiting dusted on the gauze will prevent 
the gold leaf sticking. For writing on wire 
blinds, so as to get clear, sharp-edged letters, 
the paint used should be mixed very thick, and 
should possess good covering properties. The 
paint is generally mixed with equal parts of 
gold size, turpentine and boiled oil, and should 
be applied very sparingly, otherwise it will 
run down the wire. Some workers use a. mix- 
ture of weak glue and whiting for filling it. 
A simple and reliable way is to paste stiff pa- 
per on the back of the wire ; when the letters 
have thoroughly dried the paper may be easily 
removed by moistening with warm water. 
Flat lining brushes are generally used for this 
purpose. Lines, corners and writing would 
all be arranged as in ordinary work of the 
kind. For the corners it is better to have a 
stencil, as by this means the corners cair be 
done cleaner and quicker. If it is desired to 
do away with the traces of the wire, so that 
the work will be left smooth, it will be neces- 
sary to go over the lettering several times with 
the filling-in medium. The raised effect of 
gold letters in relief is obtained by gesso treat- 
ment, generally with the aid of stencil plates, 
cut from millboards. Alabastine would prob- 
ably be the safest material for the beginner to 
use, although the relief may be produced by 
a mixture of plaster of paris and weak size. 
Of course, the surface must be rubbed down 
and prepared in the usual manner with gold 
size before gilding. Another method of oh-, 
taining letters in high relief is to make two- 
thirds whiting and one-third white lead and 
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mix to the consistency of varnish. This may 
be thinned with turpentine for use. Another 
way is to add ij/ 2 ounces of alum to a pint of 
water. Thin plaster of paris with this medium 
and apply. When dry, glue-size the letters be- 
fore gold-sizing them. The latter way will 
require considerable dexterity. 

o 

ANCIENT GLASS WINDOWS 

Glass is about 5,000 years old. Specimens 
have been found in the Egyptian tombs about 
4,000 years old, and glass bottles are repre- 
sented on tombs about 1,500 years earlier. All 
the ancient glass was practically useless for 
transmitting the rays of light unbroken and 
with undiminished energy. Glass mirrors are 
mentioned by Pliny, but as they were not per- 
fectly plane they gave back a most imperfect 
image and were not in high esteem. Mirrors 
were made in Egypt thousands of years before 
the Christian era. The materials used were 
obsidian, metal, zinc and silver. Window glass 
was slow to gain currency, as is evident by 
the little panes in many old buildings of Eu- 
rope. They usually are round or nearly so, 
and so small that one of them can easily be 
held between the tips of the fingers and thumb. 
That this form of window glass first came into 
vogue in Germany is evident from the name, 
Scheibe, meaning disk, by which a pane of 
glass is still designated, no matter what its 
shape.

In getting up the ground for all veined mar- 
bles, which, as a rule, are all of a light color, 
it is important that a good body of white 
should be laid on the work, because all the 
colors put on afterwards in the process of 
marbling will be purer, more transparent and 
will keep their color better than on any other 
ground. 

o 

To make a terra cotta color paint use twice 
as much French ochre as Venetian red, by 
weight, and for a terra cotta tint add one 
pound of burnt sienna to five pounds of white 
lead. 



GLASS BRICKS 

The demand for hollow bricks and building 
blocks for house construction has induced glass 
manufacturers to put hollow glass bricks on 
the market, and they promise to be used ex- 
tensively for novel and artistic effects. The 
first glass bricks, being solid, proved a failure 
on account of their cost, but the hollow glass 
blocks can be made at much less expense. They 
are lighter and stronger than clay bricks, and 
are such excellent non-conductors that walls 
built of them are proof against dampness, 
sound, heat and cold. The bricks are sealed 
hermetically when hot, and are placed in walls 
with a colorless mortar made of special glass. 
The bonding strength of the glass mortar is 
almost as great as the bricks themselves.

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COLORS FOR HOUSE PAINTING 

The effect of a house may be improved or 
marred by the choice of the colors for painting 
it. There is no doubt that the old New Eng- 
land houses, with their white paint and green 
blinds, presented a very charming appear- 
ance, when seen amid the beautiful elms of 
the quiet village streets, and, indeed, a white 
house almost always looks well when sur- 
rounded by considerable foliage. On the 
other hand, a white house becomes very glar- 
ing when it stands out in the open, with the 
bright sky as a background. 

This shows at once, says Edward Hurst' 
Brown in an article on "Painting," in the 
American Carpenter and Builder, the necessity 
of making the colors harmonize or fit in with 
the surroundings, hence no general rule for 
color selection can be given. The idea that 
one color or one class of colors should be 
chosen because it is fashionable or the pre- 
vailing mode is for this reason rather an ab- 
surd one. In general, it may be said that 
dark colors should be selected only for a large 
house that stands out in the open, vhile lighter 
colors or tints should be chosen for houses 
that stand among trees or which are not over 
large. A house looks larger when painted in 
light colors than when dark colors are used. 
This is a point that should always be remem- 
bered, for most persons experience a keen 
feeling of disappointment if their house ap- 
pears small, while if it can be made to look 
larger than it is, they are more than satisfied. 



Books of gold leaf, writes A. Ashmun Kel- 
ley, should never be subjected to dampness, 
and it is best to warm the same before using, 
as then the leaves will detach from the paper 
more readily. Pale gold leaf does not stand 
outside exposure as well as the darker.

READY FOR THE JOB 

In commencing a job one of the first things 
to be considered is what tools are necessary. 
What length swings, falls, ladders, steps, etc., 
will be required, for it is not a good plan to 
cart a lot of things that will not be needed, 
but perhaps lost. Neither is there much gain 
derived from having to go to the shop a dozen 
times for things which should have been taken 
in the first place. I have found it a good plan 
when we have more than one set of falls, to 
use those whose lengths come nearest to the 
height of the building in which they are to be 
used. Not only do we save the extra weight, 
but we will find that the tail end of the fall is 
worn out more by dragging on the ground 
than when in actual use. With each set of 
falls I would recommend a separate set of roof 
lines, and that they be kept with them, thus 
guarding against their being lost, as well as 
having to hunt around for them when they are 
needed. 

One of the things in painting a building that 
takes time, and if not thoroughly done is sure 
to cause trouble in the end, is the removing of 
the rosin from the joints of the tin work. The 
old method is a tiresome one, and has never 
been satisfactory. For accomplishing rapid 
work use a stiff wire brush with an adjustable 
handle. 

In painting piazza cornices or other low 
stretches, it is customary to hang the falls 
from the main cornice and let them chafe 
against that of the piazza. The method needs 
no comment, the danger and folly are too 
plain. As a substitute and a remedy, I have 
found a drop rope with hooks to be of the 
greatest value in doing such work. (Simple 
arrangement of a drop rope with hooks at the 
end which could be hung from the piazza 
gable, and moved at pleasure with ease.) 

The subject of step ladders is one we think 
we have given too little attention, if, indeed, 
any at all. How often do we use our ordinary 
6 or 7 foot step to reach a piece of work 7 or 
8 feet high when a 3 or 4 foot one would 
answer the purpose much better, and be not 
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quite so heavy to carry. I have found it a 
good plan to have them in sets of each height, 
as many sets as we may need, lettered and, 
numbered, so we may be able to keep track 
of them. 

In these days of progress, when a good deal 
of work must be accomplished for a very little 
remuneration, it is time well spent in Consider- 
ing what kinds of tools are the best to use to 
enable us to do the largest amount of work in 
the shortest period of time.

TREATING GALVANIZED IRON 

To prepare galvanized iron for painting, 
give it a wash made as follows : To one gal- 
lon of water add two ounces of each of these 
chemicals: Chloride of copper, nitrate of 
copper, and sal ammoniac ; pulverize and stir 
into the water. Then add two ounces of 
muriatic acid. Stir until these ingredients are 
dissolved. Coat the zinc with this wash ; the 
metal will turn black, but soon afterwards 
turn a grey color, and in a day or two the 
metal may be painted. The first coat of paint 
should be rather flat, as oily paint does not 
adhere well to metals. 

o 

Staircases, if cold in their aspect, may have 
their walls treated very effectively in reds ; if 
having much sun, a cool shade of peacock 
blue or neutral green is very suitable. In the 
designs large patterns' may be advantageously 
employed, for they give an air of spacious- 
ness ; the decorator will not err should he ren- 
der these patterns in rich tones. 

o 

Positive colors are not suitable to an apart- 
ment, for to have a good effect, however skil- 
fully combined and balanced, they should be 
seen at a greater distance than it allows. In 
lofty buildings, large halls and other interiors 
of extensive proportions, pure blues, reds and 
yellows may be used with advantage and even 
exclusively, showing, as they will, every line, 
and increasing the apparent height and length 
of the structure.

"It is not the cost of manufacture which 
determines the selling price of a wall paper," 
said a well-known manufacturer to the writer 
during the recent wall paper show in New 
York.

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your ability are what make it an artistic piece 
of decoration — if it really is one or can be 
made to pass with your customers as such — 
and you are entitled to fair returns on your 
ability, the same as any other professional 
man. The playwright who produces a suc- 
cessful play expects to get a good deal more 
from it than a profit on the paper and ink and 
day wages for his time. The artist does not 
measure the value of a portrait or a land- 
scape by the cost of the canvas and the paint, 
nor does the physician value his services by 
the actual amount of time %>ent. It is well 
recognized in professions like these that the 
long years of preparation required to perfect 
a man in fais profession, and the genius and 
ability which he possesses, have given a value 
to his services far in excess of any measure- 
ment by time and materials. Decoration, in 
its highest sense, is no less a profession than 
art, medicine or architecture, and the leading 
decorators in the large cities have long ago 
recognized this and charge prices for the work 
which they do that will give them an ade- 
quate return for their ability and for the in- 
dividuality which they show in their work. 

The man who is content to go out and 
paint fences and barns and who takes con- 
tracts for house painting at figures which 
scarcely yield him more than journeymen's 
wages after all the expenses of his business 
are paid, is the man who complains most that 
there is no money in the painting business. 
There never will be if he is content to go 
along in the same fashion — if his only idea is 
to cut his prices to the bottom notch because 
he believes that everybody is engaged in a 
mad search for cheapness — if he is willing to 
take work for less than its real worth, rather 
than see some one else get it at a price that 
would bring a fair profit. 

There are enough people in the country who 
want good painting done and who are looking 
for individuality and artistic merit, when it 
comes to paper hanging and decoration, and 
who are willing to pay a fair price if they 
can be made to believe they are getting an 



adequate return, to make it profitable to cater 
for this class of trade, and to abandon all at- 
tempts to get the work where cheapness is 
the only thing the property owner seeks. The 
two classes of work will always be before us. 
No man can successfully run both a cheap 
shop and a high class one, and while the vol- 
ume of work done and the number of men 
employed may not be so great in running a 
high class shop, the opportunities for profit 
are much greater. 

Remember, we say opportunities. A man 
may have all the opportunities in the world, 
but if he fails to use them properly he cannot 
hope for success. The decorator may cater 
only for the highest class of work in his 
neighborhood, but if he lacks the nerve and 
the self confidence to charge high prices he 
is simply throwing away his opportunities. 
Never forget that you are better off doing 
nothing at all than doing work at a loss. It 
is a good rule never to figure how close you 
can do a job, but rather to study how much 
profit you can get out of it. If you find that 
you please a customer by suggesting some 
novel and original scheme of decoration, talk 
first about the beauty of the idea, and how 
much it will add to her house. Make her be- 
lieve you are only working along her own sug- 
gestions and endeavoring to express her in- 
dividuality in her home. Then after you have 
her sufficiently well in hand, and she begins 
to talk price, don't spoil the effect at once 
by quoting prices for the paper by the roll 
and by figuring the work down to the lowest 
notch. Tell her, on the other hand, that you 
will measure her room and give her a price 
for the complete work. Find out, by using 
tact, just about how much she is willing to 
pay — it is well to do this early in the game — 
and make your estimate accordingly, giving 
value in the original and artistic character of 
the work. You can do this even when com- 
paratively inexpensive materials are used for 
its actual execution. But you cannot do it — 
you can't expect to get good prices for your 
work unless you let your clients see that you

For example: If the room to be decorated should be 12 feet 
or over in height and a simple treatment desired, thewide cor- 
b^rder could be used at top of wall, as shown in plate, and 
thi •> i.umns, with their Caps and Bases, brought directly up 
to It, omitting all else. 

For a room less than 12 feet in height the narrower cornice 
border could be substituted for the wider. 

The full decoration calls for a height of not less than 16 
feet, and, if preferred, the arch and scroll could be "used upon 
alternate panels or only over doors and at pulpit or rostrum 
end of room, but the most approved method >of use is that 
shown In our Illustration. ' 

A room 14 feet high would be very effectively treated by 
the use of Columns and Arches up to about 13}£ feet, the wide 
cornice border being omitted and a narrow moulding of appro- 
priate color substituted therefor at angle of wall and ceiling.

furniture. Gather together a practical work- 
ing library — buying books that will make yon

The Wide Cornice is supplied shaded either to the right or 
to the left, and when used all around the room should be ordered 
with the left shading for one end and one side, and 'the right 
shading for the other end and side of the room. 

The Narrow Cornice is supplied shaded either to the right 
or to the left, and it is of no consequence which shading is sent 
when an arch treatment is ordered. 

The Column is printed one way only and is matched to the 
caps and bases by reversing the shading of one column .when 
hanging on the wall, bringing the dark shades towards the 
center of the arch on both sides. 

The Caps and Bases used around the room should be 
ordered shaded left for use under cornice with left shading 
and shaded right for use under cornice with right shading. 

The Arch and the Scroll are both shaded direct, and no 
mistake can be made when ordering. ? 

How to put up the Arch.— First decide the height you wish 
the columns (including caps and liases) to be, lay out- tlie sec- 
tions of the arch on table or floor to find the exacgiwfdth it will 
occupy, strike chalk lines lor your columns ancji above them 
chalk arch line showing sweep of the arch.
